Drake, with 
only one Ship, coaſted along the Shore till 
he came to the Iſland of Mancha, where he 
met a Fellow fiſhing in a little Boat, who 
ſhewed him where a Spaniſb Ship laden with 
Treaſure lay; Drake making towards it, the 
Spaniards thought him to be their own Coun- 
tryman, and thereupon invited him to come 
on; but he getting on Board, preſently ſhut 
the Spaniards under Hatches, and took the 
Ship, in which was 400 Weight of Gold. 

After this, going into the Port of Africa, he 
found there three Veſſels; without any Mari- 
ners in them; wherein, beſides other Wares, 
were Fifty-feven Silver Brials, each of which 
weighed Twenty Pounds. From whence tid- 
ing it to Lime, he found twelve Ships in one 
Road, and, in three of them, great Store of 
| Silks, and Cheſts full of Money coined,. Then
